After writing a commentary a few weeks ago about the Law School Ad- 
mission Test. | received severai notes asking for more information concerning 
my experience trying to get into law school 

My last article argued that every pre - !aw student should concentrate on the 
practical aspects of studying for the admission test by taking hundreds of prac- 
tice tests The theme seemed antithetical to the goals of truth and scholarship 
but | wil! continue with this same type of advice 

Law schools !ook for four basic items ip a prospective student's record The 
first is a high score on the admission test which can be increased by going 
through review books (| have even heard good reports about the cram courses 
offered for preparing for the admission test) 

The second item is good grades Pre - law students shouid strive fora4 Oat 
almost any cost, including changing majors and taking the “easy courses ifa 
business major with a math minor has a 3 25 GPA he will lost out to someone 
with an easy major who has a 4.0 GPA 

This could be at the cost of not taking some classes you want. but if your ma- 
jor aim is getting into law school then good grades must be paramount 

There 1s no need to let your education Suffer You should do all the reading 
and writing yGu possibly can Ciasses such as logic and English 1A and 1B are 
essential But there is no reason to take difficult math, science or business 
classes you will not get A’s in. It will only hurt your chance of getting to law 
school 

The third item looked for is extracurricular activities Student government 
journalism, clubs within your discipline internships in state government, and 
public speaking are al! areas that would be productive 

The fourth item ts letters of recommendation. While some iaw schools 
accept letters from judges and politicians, many will accept them only from

The Hornet editorial last Friday endorsing the proposed constitutiona: 
amendment to lawfully implement staggered senate terms is a responsibie 


position in the student interest 
However, | was shocked at the inaccurate and misleading statement of facts 
in the editorial 

A group of senators, elected to office in that election and unwilling to give 
up haif their term of office to implement the STAGGERED TERM policy 
appealed to the Board of Justice to let them stay in office The BOUJ. then 
headed by Tom Lineer. who NOW SUPPORTS implementation of the policy 
decided in their favor The Board felt that these senators should not have been 
elected to office in the same election that contained the STAGGERED TERM 
referendum Two years fater, the policy hasn't been implemented Why? 

The first point in this group of senators (Levit. Bishop, Hinde, and 
Richmond), only one finished his elected term of office (Hinde) Asa group 
they were in various stages of running for re-election. They were of the opinion 
that they had been elected for one year. but after the election their term of of- 
fice had been changed unlawfully to half-year Thus. it is unfair to state that 
these former Senators were “unwilling to give up half their term of office” in 
face of the fact that three out of four did not complete their elected term of of- 
fice, and it is misleading to students to’ state and imply that the non - im- 
plementation of staggered terms was merely a question of ‘political wheeling 
and dealing’ without lega! merit 

The second point the Hornet makes a gross error in legal thought in the im- 
plied statement, senators should “give up half their term of office to implement 
the staggered term policy Why should a senator, elected for a full year, “give 
up half their term of office to implement the staggered term policy?” What are 
the compelling legal grounds? 

The third point the Board of Justice is a court of original jurisdiction as op- 
posed to an appeals court The Senators filed their case with the Board of Jus- 
tice. and that is distinct from an appeal 

The fourth point | have never “headed” the Board of Justice — is this a 
reference to the position of Chief Justice? The fact is that | was not amember of 
the Board of Justice during the staggered term case (December 6, 1976) The 
members of the court were Chief Justice, Ted Blair, Associate Justices 
Noreen Wilson, Clayton Capers, Dianna Hicks, and Mark Skinner 

The fifth point the Hornet is inaccurate and misleading in the implication 
that | opposed staggered terms as a policy | represented the senator's case 
that staggered terms had been implemented unlawfully, but it does not foliow 
that | opposed the policy of staggered terms. The fact is that | sued severai 
times in the Board of Justice to force the ASI Senate and Election Coordinator 
to take the necessary legal action to lawfully implement staggered terms last 


spring, but was in vain 

As | wrote in last Friday's Hornet, student government must operate by and 
within the rule of law. If! favor a policy but it is implemented illegally as in this 
case. itis still wrong to implement a law in violation of the law If illegal laws are 
implemented, students cease to be ruled by law, and the ruie of the jungle is ap 
plicable 

The sixth point the Board of Justice has feelings. but the readers and 
Hornet are acvised to read the opinion in the staggered term case (Levit 
Bishop, Hinde, and Richmond v Ferris and Mayer — December 6, 1976) The 
Board, in accord with its standard, wrote a well reasoned and founded legal 
opinion that is intellectually stronger than feelings 

The seventh point: had staggered terms been lawfully implemented, it 
would have occured in December 1976 Thisis November 1977, thus itis almost 
one year later not “two years later.” 

The eighth point: the Hornet asks the question why staggered terms has not 
been implemented, and answers, “some say it's unfair to senators now holding 
office’ This is a poor reason and incomplete answer 

The argument that itis “unfair to a few" senators is wrong. If staagered terms 
is implemented lawfully, those staggered senators will run with the knowledge 
of their elected term of office. Thus, it cannot be unfair or illegal to those initial 
senators elected for half - year terms because they will inow their term in ad 
vance, and no changes will be made during or after their election in violation of 
ACSUS Statute 600 

To complete the question why staggered terms has not been impiemented 
the ASI Attorney General issued an opinion on May 31, 1977. In summary. it 
reviewed the history of staggered terms, and concluded that the Board of Jus- 
tice ruling of December 6, 1976 had not been complied with by then President 
Ferris, Election Coordinator D. Payne, and the ASI Senate. The opinion further 
states because of the restrictive nature of the Constitution, Article V!, Section 
13, “For the Spring 1976 ASCSUS general election only,” it is impossible to 
lawfully implement staggered terms except in the spring 1976 election 
Therefore, the Constitution and non - compliance with the Board of Justice's 
decision made the impiementation of staggered terms by the then Election 
Coordinator illegal last spring, thus we have no staggered terms and need this 
amendment 

The Hornet is supposed to be a responsible paper, and that demands ac- 
curate facts and statements. Thus, you may understand why | was shocked at 
the inaccurate facts and misleading statements 

The Hornet has demonstrated its responsibility by endorsing the proposed 
constitutional amendment to lawfully implement staggered terms Thus, 
students should vote yeas for staggered terms this Wednesday and Thursday

because of attendance. stretches the

The statement charges the Bee 
and Union with undermining public 
confidence in the Health and Welfare 
Agency by sensational journalism in 
newspaper accounts of Obledo's 
operation of the agency 

“Some reports have charged Mr 
Obiedo with patronage in staffing the 
State Health and Welfare Agency 
Only one individual case has been 
raised. and an investigation of that 
Case is Currently being conducted by 
the State Porsonnel Board ” 

Eduardo Sandoval, a San Fran- 
cisco attorney and state president of 
the Mexican American Political As- 
sociation, said that charges by the 
Bee and Union are “unfair and 
smacks of racism” because there has 
only been one incident in three years 
among 51.000 employees in the agen- 
cy 

Sandoval, who organized the press 
conference, said Obledo is a 
“scapegoat” for ali wrong things in 
the Health & Welfare agency.

The Musical Director, Walter Ker- 
foot. looks more like a psychiatrist 
than a conductor with flying hair.
